Rabin slips 
in popularity 


TEL AVIV. — Only 36.6 per cent 
of Israelis now want Yitzhak Rabin 
to be Prime Minister, as compared 
with 41.3 per cent last October, 
according ta a poll published in 
Friday's "¥Yediot Aharonot.” At the 
same time, 16.9 per cent of voters 
polled said they would like to see 
Deferce Minister Shimon Peres at 
the head of the Government, com- 
pared with 6.4 per cent in the 1975 
poll.

Poll finds 79%

The Ministerfai Wages Committee 
decided on Friday night to go ahead 
with the Barkel Committee recom- 
mendations. This sets 
the scene for one of the -stiffest 
confrontations yet between the ad- 
ministration and its employees. 

The Barkal Committee recom- 
mends abolishing the special-func- 
tlons ("specific") allowances (in- 
troduced in the: wake of the 1972 
collective agreement with the Civil 
Servants Union). The allowances 
will have to be deducted from the 
pay of about 20,000 officials who 
already receive it. Oo Friday they 
expressed their determination to re- 
sist the measure. 

The ministerial committee reached 
four conclusions. First, the Govern- 
ment should meet up with the ἘΠῚ- 
tadrut over the application of the 
Barkai recommendations, which (the 
committee emphasizes} both sides 
agreed beforehand to accept.

Customs agents complete 
paralysis of Eilat Port

Port for 22 days. 

Avinoam Brunner, spokesman for 
the agents, said yesterday that the 
dispute — over the size of long- 
shoremen’s norms for working con- 
tainers — is causing untold damage 
to factories all over the country, 
either because the materials they 
need are in the containers bottled 
up on the quayside and aboard the 
containership Ashdod, or because 
they cannot export their containe- 
rized finished products via Eilat. 
Xmporters and exporters who have 
used the Port until now are look- 
ing for alternatives, he said, and

The dispute results from the work- 
ers’ refusal to accept a Ports 
Authority demand that the con- 
tainer-handling norm be raised from 


three containers an hour to 5.85 — 
the norm for Haifa and Ashdod. 
The authority said this was justi- 
fied by the new container quay inau- 
gurated here in January, but the 
men say the facilities are not up 
to those in the other ports. 

In Haifa the Zim shipping com- 
Ppany on Friday warned the Govern- 
ment, the Histadrut and the Ports 
Authority that continuation of the 
Strike would put to naught all its 
efforts over the past two years to 
make Hilat a viable port competi- 
tive with the Suez Canal route. The 
Company noted that the success of 
its Eilat-Ashdod “land bridge” was 
totally dependent on the reliability 
of service and delivery times, which 
could no longer be assured.

He believes strongly that the 
country should steer away from 
mass production and stick to tech- 
nology-intensive specializations as- 
sociated with research and develop- 
ment. He urges Israelis to go out 
and make their wares known over- 
seas. 

“The Metals Week in Tel Aviv is 
good for publicity. It may attract 
ἃ couple of hundred visiting buyers. 
But it does not sell goods. The 
same money put into showing these 
exhibits, say in the Hanover Trade 
Fair, would bring them to the notice 
of several thousand potential custo- 
mers.” 

I met Bhrenberg again at a re- 
ception on Friday evening. He 
button-holed me and said with a 
twinkle in his eye: “You remember 
our talk?

FORUM'S COMPOSITION SCORED 
Minister leaves Tabour steering forum moots 


how to improve party image 


Jerusalem Post Staff 
TEL AVIV. — Practicul ways to 
improve the image of the Labour 
Party were discussed in the first 
meeting of the néw steering forum 
on Friday. 

In this unofficial exchange of view, 
Golda Meir took an active part, The 
Jerusalem Post learned. No resolu- 
tions were taken, as the forum is 
only intended as a meeting ground 
for leading personalities in the party 
to air their views. 

It is understood, however, that 
during the two-hour meeting it was 
Stressed that the party must im- 
press its members and the general 
public that it is ne longer amorphous 
but capable of showing strength on 
issues on which a decision had been 
reached. 

Establishment of the steering fo- 
rum has run into sharp opposition 
from other key members and groups 
in the Labour Party. 

The Knesset Labour faction, for 
example, has not been given repres- 
entation. Moshe Wertman, MK, who 
is chairman of the coalition faction, 
has already voiced objection to this 
fact. 

In radio Interviews yesterday, Uzi 


Baram, who heads the Jerusalem 
Labour Party organization; Yossi 
Sarid, MK; and Micha Harish of 
the Lashiluv group all voiced cri- 
ticism of the composition of the 
new forum. Sarid complained that 
the Oriental communities, the Mo- 
shavim and the Young Guard -- as 
well as the Knesset faction — were 
net represented. 

But party secretary Melr Zarmi 
yesterday rejected these strictures. 
He said the forum would not re- 
place the existing formal consulta- 
tive mechanisms of the party. He 
said many party members and lead- 
ing functionaries welcomed the new 
body. 

He also dismissed reports that 
Golda Meir’s inclusion in the forum 
was forced upon Premier Rabin. 

“The opposite is true,” he said. 
“Mr. Rabin and I asked Mrs, Meir 
to return, and she agreed." 

Zarmi told a radio interviewer 
that it was only the establishment 
of the new forum — and, with it, 
regular consultations to coordinate 
between the principal party leaders 
— that made it possible for him to 
withdraw his resignation as party 
secretary. 


Praise for Gov’t, criticism 


on budget, from Ben-Shahar 


The present Government inherited 
miny problems from the previous 
one, which had not dealt with them 
adequately. It is a more courageous 
government, Prof. Haim Ben-Snahar, 
President of Tel Aviv University, 
said yesterday. 

If this Government has failed in 
anything, it was in not making it 
sufficiently clear to the people how 
grave Israel's economic situation is, 
he added. 

Prof. Ben-Shahar wes speaking 
on an Israel Radio interview. 

This situation. he said, made it 
necessary to reduce defence spend- 
ing, to cut down the state budget 
High defence expenditures obstruct 
economic growth and increase Is- 
rael's political dependence. The 
more is spent on defence now, the 
less will be available for such ex- 
Ppenditures in future, he said. 

He had sharp criticism for the 


budget as presented in the Knesset 
last week. If the budget is not cut 
back to the size it was when the 
Finance Minister presented it to 
the Cabinet two months ago, Israel 
could lose a year of progress to- 
ward its goals. 

The Barkai Committee report, 
recommending elimination of “spe- 
cific’ allowances for sections of the 
civil service, is a great opportunity 
for the Government to acquaint the 
Public with the gravity of the eco- 
nomic situation. But the recom- 
mendations must be fully imple- 
mented — or the damage will be 
vast. 

Prof. Ben-Shahar, who headed the 
committee which recommended the 
income tax reform in effect since 
July, said he was satisfied with the 
implementation of the reform so 
far, and hoped the entire reform 
would be executed. (Itim)

Barkai urges 


“No disaster would occur if El 
Al did not fly for two months, or 
for a year, — nothing would hap- 


pen!" Prof. Haim Barkai said in 
an interview with “Ma‘ariv” pub- 
lished Friday. 


The public must not yleld, and 
the Government must, therefore, 
fight stubbornly against strong 
workers’ pressure groups which use 
the strike threat for extortion, 
Prof. Barkai said. using El Al as 
an example, “If because of great 
fear (on the Government's part) en- 
tire worker groups have become 
convinced they can grab the coun- 
try by the throat and no one wil 
oppose them — it is high time to 
stand up and force such extortion- 
ists to pay the full price of their 
actions.” 

The leading economist, who head- 
ed the committee on “specific” al- 
lowances which recommend their 
elimination in the civil service, 
identified himself as a “leftist, but 
Said he was against permitting cer- 
tain workers to retain the right of

striking. A group such as the elec- 
tric company workers, he said, must 
not have control over the entire 
country’s power and still be permit- 
ted to strike. 


Prof. Barkai, without being asked, 
said he considered unlinked credit 
“a major scandal.” There are those 
who receive large amounts in un- 
Hoked loans, at low interest. A per- 
son who received IL1m. at 10 per 
cent interest for a year in which 
prices went up 30 per cent paid 
back only ILl.1m. — which was 
worth only IL800,000 (compared to 
the ILim. he got). He thus made 
TL200,000 free of taxes. Yet, the 
Government borrows through linked 
bonds—and wants to cut down on the 
linkage there.

He was said te be trying to 
take advantage of the group that 
formed around “Veche" (“Public 
Forum"), a magazine circulated in 
manuscript form. 

Its editor, Viadimir Osipov, spent 
six years in a prison camp for 
political dissidents for having taken 
part in a small democratic opposition 
group (together with Edward 
Kuznetzov, who later joined the 
Jewish nationalist movement and 
was sentenced in the Leningrad 
trial). During his imprisonment, 
Ostpov was transformed into a Rus- 
sian religious nationalist. 2 
~“Veche™ claimed that its readers 
included members of the party's 
central committee, prelates of 
Russian Orthodox Church, respected 
members of the cultural 


elite, and 
seniorarmy officers.

Osipov's sentence surprised many 
observers by its severity, in com- 
parison with the treatment meted 
out to other, sometimes more active 
political dissidents in the USSR. 
Only a few of them understood that 
his harsh sentence heralded thet, 
‘political demise of Polyanaky, whose 
rivalg wished to make clear the 
dangerous consequences of his flir- 
ting with Russian nationalists. (As 
for Shelepin, his ouster came only 
four months after Osipov’s arrest.) 
Onipov, then, was essentially a vic- 
tim of political intrigue within the 
Politburo. 

(It might be noted that the present 
author was interrogated by the KGB 
in January 1975 in connection with 
Osipov's trial, since he had es- 
tablished friendly connections with 
him after the split in ‘‘Veche.” He 
then made a statement that he con- 
sidered the entire case a manifesta- 
tion of the struggle within the party 
leadership, and this was included in 
the trial record.) i

Sir, — Decent men, mindful of the 
sacrifices Israelis make each day, 
will be slow to criticize the polictes of 
the Israeli Government. Such 
eriticism, in addition to providing 
comfort to Israel's enemies, is an 
even greater danger to those who in- 
dulge in it, so easily does it pander to 
selfrighteous, narcissistic instincts.
